Panama. March 23. — The 
Panama Canal has been closed for 
two days becaiiHe of a landslide In 
th^ ('ucaracha section of the 
waterway^ according to an official 
announcement. Dredges are ex- 
poi'ted to clear away the debris and 
make the canal safe for ships by 
Thursday. 


That the reports appearing in the 
press during the last few days re* 
garding the Federal Government’s 
naval policy are unauthorised, is 
the statement of Hon. 8.

DISALLOWANCE ACTION 
ONCE MORE REVIEWED 


_ Copenhagen, March 23.—The whole western district of Qer- 
h.any is held solidly by radicals and disaster is inevitable if the 
Government troops try to interfere there, according to information 
received from Berlin this morning by telephone by The Berlingske 
Tidende. 

The Social Democraten learns that a purely workers' Oovern- 
ment is on the point of formation, without co-operation with the 
bourgeois parties, 


London, March 23.—The situation in the Ruhr Valley, the 
stronghold of the German Beds, is expected in diplomatic and mili¬ 
tary circles here to remain virtually unchanged until the peace 
conferees in London decide whether German Government troops 
shall be sdlowed in that district. 

The conference had before it yesterday a protest by Csecho- 
Slovakia against such action. It failed to reach a decision and put 
the question over to to-day. 

This is the only instance where the Entente may take a hand in 
the German disorders, and then only because Germany, under the 
provisions of the Treaty of Versailles, does not control that section 
of the country. 

This morning's offioial messages state that the Reds in the Ruhr 
Valley possess no effective artillery or tanks, but are plentifully 
supplied with rifles.

City and Saanich Boards Will 
Meet To-morrow Evening; 
Probable Proposals 


Opinion In Saanli-h has moved 
steadily for Home months toward the 
necesBity of providing High School 
accommodation, preferably at a cen¬ 
tral locution like Koyal Oak. Not 
only has the argument gathered 
strength from liurreased contribu¬ 
tions per capita for tho municipal 
pupils in the city High School— 
rightly liased on advanced cost of 
educating them -but also the fact 
that the time must come when the 
city Institiitiun will l>e unablepro¬ 
vide Keating accommodation for more 
IiupliH lieyand the legitimate claims 
of its own territory. 

For that purpose a conference will 
be called to-morrow evening between 
a committee of the City School'Hoard 
and the Saanich Hoard, at whlcli the 
two factors of prospective Hcho<d 
places and cost will be canvassed. 
The city has been giving Saanich ait 
exceptionally good bargain since the 
Stewart-McGregor compact of 1916; 
but Ihe time has {-ome to review it in 
the light of higher operating ex¬ 
penses. 

Quite apart from the time inci¬ 
dental to establish an institution, the 
proposal Is not to interfere with any 
Saanich pupils now taking training 
in the High Scho<jI, liut to start with 
those who will pass up at the Icr- 
mlna) examinations, or on recom¬ 
mendation in June. 

In fact, the city School Hoard 
understands that, for the present at 
least, Saanich Intends to give In- 
■Inicllon only to first year high 
school students, and desires to con¬ 
tinue the present arrangement In the 

case of second and third year 

students. 

In the first high school year, It is 
explained, prttcilr«l!y no eciulpment 
In ilic w’ay of lab-»ratorle8 and so 
forlh Is recnilred, And- Saanich would 
lie able to conduct this part of the 
work a! relatively small expense. 

The conference to-morrow, it la 

hoped, will decide a definite arrange¬ 
ment for the instruction of Saanich 
pupils in the second and third years 
at the Victoria High School.

Vancouver aldermen and other 
elected officials hereafter must not 
be even shareholders in incorporated 
companies holding conttacts or hav¬ 
ing business dealings with the muni¬ 
cipality, according to amendments 
to the Vancouver Incorporation Act. 
now before the Legislature. 

In other municipalities of the Pro¬ 
vince under the Municipal Act such 
an interest does not disqualify.

British Columbia by the Summei 
moiitha wUl ba faced not with tti« 
problem of binding jobs for men, but 
of finding men for Jobs, ia the opin¬ 
ion expressed by R. i». Fostt^i*. chlel 
of the Information und ‘Service 
Branch of the Soldiers’ Civil Re- 
EstabUahment Department for British 
Columbia. Mr. Foster la Iq Victoria 
In company with L. L. Anthes anc 
T. A. Rtevenson, Dominion Directors 
of the Department, und the samt 
promising state of affairs, according 
to Mr. Htevensun prevnils through¬ 
out the whole of Canada. 

The two directors are making a 
tour of the Dominion, and Mr. 
Stevenson remarked that he antlci- 
pated that the biggest problem thc> 
would be faced with would bo finn¬ 
ing employment for the men handi- 
by war dimibnUtcH. Men with dls- 
abilitieH, he staled, dre far harder to 
place In poaitlona than the men who 
leiurned with no physical disability. 

Speaking particularly of Britlsn 
Columbia, Mr. Stevenson said that 
the Induatrlal conditions here, h< 
thought, were as good as In any other 
section of Canada. On a percentage 
haalH. there had been no more men 
out of employment in the Provlncf 
than In any other Province, and from 
his conversations with businesa men 
he looked for British Columbia to 
have a banner year. 

The Emergency Pund. 

Mr. Htevenson mentioned that since 
December 23 up to tho end of Janu¬ 
ary, 32,326 then h.'ul applied for ae- 
sistance from the Federal Emergency 
Fund in the Dominion. Of that 
number 63.ft5 had not registered witn 
the B. C. R. for employment before 
the inauguration of the fund. Of the 
men who applied for assistance, ll.- 
, 982 were pUmed In positions, a little 
better than 34 per cent., which he 
claimed showed that commercial 
conditions In Canada were ex¬ 
ceptionally good even for the time 
of the year. 

Since the organisation of the Tn- 
formatlon and Service Branch of the 
I S. C. R. in February, 1919, up to tho 
end of January, 1920, the branch had 
placed in employment 84,248 dis¬ 
charged soWlers. They hud found 
total positions for 124.522 men. the 
difference between the positions filled 
, and the number of men placed being 
I due to the fact that It had often 
' been necessar>' to place civilians in 
mechanics positions when they had 
no returned men fitted for the worK 
on their lists. 

"W’e gave an estimate last Fall 
before the Parliamentary Committee 
at Ottawa.” said Mr. Stevenson, "that 
between 30 and 35 thousand dis¬ 
charged soldiers would be out of em¬ 
ployment this Winter, and reports 
received lead me to believe that the 
number of men applying for relief 
under the Federal Emergency Fund 
will not exceed that amoonL there¬ 
fore we come to the conclusion that 
that is the great bulk of discharged 
men w‘ho are unemployed. 

In British Columbia, 

Mr. Foster quoted figures for 
British ('olumbla which showed that 
6,305 men hud received assistance 
from the Federal Emergency Fund 
[ between December 31 and January 
; 31. Of that number 8.775 were not 
I registered for employment before tho 
: fund was Inaugurated. Of -the num- 
j ber who received assistance 2,133 
' were found work. Since the depart- 
! ment wtia organized In March of last 
year. 13,176 discharged men were 
found employment. The number of 
men placed who did not receive 
financial assistance was 11,043.
